That Men are more Natural in the Country,

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mit; So that a proud Perſon may well be 
trampl d under Foot, but never bg tamd. 
If Pride chea Governs and Maſters Man, 
and will never ſaffer him to be ſubdu'd, as 
we all find by Experience; it is eaſie from 
hence co conclude, Thar generally when a Man 
deſpiſes and rebubes himſelf, his Words betray his 
Thoughts; and that every time he debaſes him- 
ſelf before others, tis only to exalt himſelf above 
others; and that he wuld never aff fo contrary 
to bis natural Genius, were he not convinc'd that 
there Was nothing myre proper to advance him than 
his own voluntary Low Thoughts of himſeif. 
There are other Mirks to ſhew, that the 
Humilicy of Great Perſons, is often no more 
than Diſſi aulation. The Firlt is, That at 
the ſame time that they ſeem to have 
ſuch a Scorn and Contempt of themſelves, they 
continually obſerve the behaviour of others to- 
wards em; they conſtant by expect from others 
thoſe Formalities and Reſpects which are their 
due. Wherefore Garin faid, That there was 
xo fair Weather ſo deceitful, as that which ap- 
pears in the Countenances of Courtiers, in regard 
that at the ſame time that chey ſeem? d calm 
and ſedate, a Word, or a Geſture wou'd 
change all their Serenity into Storm and Tem-
